midnight of the full moon, when the 
devil gives them his orders for thcit 
respective mistresses. 
On this ac­ 
count, no respectable family in that 
neighborhood would keep a black cat. 
In Lorraine, if the parents wish to 
discountenance a young man who is 
paying addresses to their daughter, 
they 
send 
him a kitten. 
In the 
Jewish traditions of the Afghans, 
the

the (lays of King Saul of Israel, was 
fashioned in the semblance of a cat. 
ThoDciitscho Rovue noticed Kcil’s 
selections “From Riomors’ Diaries,” 
and among them the legend of King 
Solomon and Marculsus. 
The king 
would not believe that CA^er creature 
would return to its own nature 
when opi>ortunity invited, as Mar- 
ciilsus maintained. 
Solomon had a 
trained cat which held the light for 
him at night-when he read. • On one 
of these occasions Marculsus entered 
the king's chamber, bringing with 
him some mice which he liberated. 
When the cat saw the first sbo 
cliased it, lamp in hand, but in sight 
of the second she threw down the 
lamp and Nvcnt in for business.

emplified in Frau Marcliesi's mem­ 
oirs. 
She narrates that even dur­ 
ing the overture of tlio “ Barber of 
Seville,” on the occasion of its firi^t 
presentation, the admirers of Paisi- 
eilo and the priests created an in­ 
fernal hissing and whistling. 
Ros­ 
sini still hoped to bring the piece to 
a successful issue, but presently a 
cat sprung on the stage and resisted 
every attem pt to drive liim olT. The 
curtain had to be rung down and 
the 
performance 
left unfinished. 
How the public subsequent ly changed 
its opinion of the piece is a matter 
of history. 
Cats have been, for the most part, 
kept for catching mice, but there arc 
countries in which other animals 
have been domesticated for this pur­ 
pose.

'ridding the dwelling houses of mice 
and other A’crmin.” Similarly snakes 
are domesticated for this purpose in 
South America and in Natal, while 
in Zanzibar the gal ago (Lemur) is 
trained for the purpose.

London exhibition of cats as much 
as two thousand dollars were real­ 
ized for the most approved specimen.
